TnK  absence  of  a  definite,  well-con- 
Hideretl  i^lan  for  the  improvement  of  this 
city,  promises  to  lead  to  endless  troid^Ie 
and  expense.  Difficulties  have  already 
arisen  with  property-owners  over  the  lawless 
attempts  of  recent  municipal  governments 
to  compel  them  to  bear  all  the  expense  of 
improvements,  and  these  difticulties  will 
not  only  increase  in  number,  but  they  will 
soon  become  serious  obstacles  to  the 
L,;owth  ol  the  city  unless  some  definite  and 
just  rule  is  adopted  for  such  cases.  It  is 
true  that  property-owners  will  always  de- 
rive benefit  from  the  wideningand  improve- 
ment of  a  street,  and  it  is  only  fair  therefore 
that  they  should  bear  a  portion  of  the  ex- 
pense. But  the  whole  population  receives 
a  benefit  also,  and  for  this  reason  a  part  of 
the  cost  should  be  borne  by  t!ic  public 
treasury.  In  many  if  not  the  majority  of 
cases  a  few  feet  from  a  building  lot  to 
widen  a  street  is  no  real  loss  to  a  proprietor 
beyond  the  cost  of  erecting  a  new  front  to 
his  building,  but  it  may  occur,  particularly 
with  corner  buildings,  that  the  loss  of  these 
few  feet  means  a  serious  depreciation  in  the 
value  of  the  property.  To  ;ivoid  the  inflic- 
tion of  such  losses  and  at  the  same  time  to 
save  all  unnecessary  expense,  the  municipal 
government  ought  to  at  once  adopt  a  defi- 
nite and  permanent  plan  for  the  street  im- 
provements of  the  city,  in  order  to  fore- 
stall the  erection  of  costly  buildings  on 
streets  which  must  be  widened,  and  it 
should  secure  some  definite  legislation  on 
the  condemnation  of  property  so  that  the 
costs  of  such  improvements  may  be  divided 
equitably  between  the  municipality  and  the 
property-owners.  Nothing  should  he  left 
to  the  caprice  of  the  jirefect  and  the  muni- 
cipal engineer,  and  the  property-owner 
should  always  have  an  appeal  to  the  courts 
for  protection  against  unjust  disappropria- 
tions. There  ought  to  be  no  hostility 
between  private  and  public  interests,  hut 
yet  it  frequendy  occurs  that  they  are  bit- 
tedy  antagonistic.  In  this  city,  this  feeling 
of  antagonism  is  sure  to  be  aroused,  for  the 
property-owners  are,  as  a  rule,  wholly  de- 
void of  public  spirit,  and  the  authorities 
are  inclined  to  be  arbitrary  and  exacting. 
Great  avenues  are  urgently  needed,  how- 
ever, and  many  streets  must  be  widened  to 
accommodate  the  traffic  which  lias  already 
outgrown  their  narrow  limits.  Liberal 
provisions  for  these  improvements  can  not 
reasonably  be  deferred,  if  the  commerce 
now  seeking  this  port  is  to  beexi)editiously 
and  economically  handled. 


The  cable  tells  us  that  Russia,  Germany 
and  France  have  resolved  to  protest  against 
Japan's  acquiilng  any  territory  from  China 
on  the  mainland.  It  may  be  that  the 
cable  has  not  told  us  the  truth  ;  in  the  in- 
terests of  consistency  and  common  justice 
let  us  hope  that  this  is  the  case.  After 
having  absorbed  Poland  and  a  half  of  Asia, 
Russia  surely  can  not  protest  when  plucky 
little  Japan  demands  a  small  piece  of  terri- 
tory   from    China    after   a  skillfully  and 


hra^ely  fought  campaign.  With  Hanover. 
Schleswig-Uolstein  and  Alsace-Lorraine  ab- 
sorbcw  and  with  a  number  of  plundering 
raiils  in  Africa  in  progress,  it  ill  becomes 
Germany  to  feign  indignation  when  Japan 
demands  territory  as  indemnity  for  war  ex- 
]>enses.^  And  as  for  France,  whose  thirst 
for  territory  has  become  an  absorbing  pas- 
si()n,  it  would  be  better  for  her  consistency 
to  withdraw  from  Cochin  China  and  XLtda- 
gascar,  than  to  meddle  with  the  Japanese, 
Tilt;  foct  is,  there  are  but  three  or  fi>ur 
nations  in  J'.irope  which  can  consistently 
criticise  the  demands  of  Japan,  fur  the 
latter  is  doing  no  more  in  the  Kast  than  all 
the  great  iiowers  have  alreaily  done  in  the 
West.  At  the  present  moment  Great 
Britain,  Germany,  France,  Italy,  Portugal, 
Spain  anil  Pelgium  are  busily  jjlundering 
and  [lividing  up  the  African  continent,  and 
they  are  not  a  whit  ashamed  to  use  machine 
guns  and  magazine  ritles  on  the  naked 
savages  who  resist  the  intrusion.  And  in 
Asia,  Russia,  Great  IJritain  and  I'rance  are 
steadily  extending  their  limits,  and  are 
waiting  to  seize  upon  China  wlienever  ihey 
can  find  a  pretext  for  tloing  so.  And  vet, 
the  moment  little  Japan  boxes  the  big 
Chinaman's  ears  and  demands  a  little 
corner  of  his  estate  for  the  trouble,  cvcvv 
one  of  these  big,  professional  land-grabbers 
stands  aghast,  and  some  of  them  even  talk 
of  a  protest !  It  is  Satan  rebuking  sin, 
sure  enough  !  Even  in  the  Ignited  Slates 
there  are  newspapers  mean-spirited  enough 
to  call  upon  the  government  to  interfere, 
so  that  American  interests  in  China  may 
not  be  prejudiced  !  And  what  interests, 
may  we  ask,  can  any  nation  have  in  China 
different  from  those  they  may  have  in  any 
other  part  of  the  world?  Is  any  one  pro- 
testing over  the  violent  partition  of  Africa  ? 
Are  the  Americans  protesting  beca\ise  their 
interests  in  Madagascar  are  jeopardized  by 
French  concjuest  ?  Was  Russia  shocked 
when  Germany  absorbed  Alsace  and  Lor- 
raine ?  And  is  France  bewailing  the  per- 
sistence with  which  Italy  is  crowding  the 
Abyssinians  out  of  their  mountain  homes? 
Certainly  not !  They  are  as  unconscious 
of  wrong-doing  at  home  as  newly-born 
babes,  and  they  are  as  certain  of  their  dis- 
interestedness and  moral  sense  as  they  are 
of  future  happiness!  If  we  ask  on  what 
grounds  they  would  interfere  with  Japan, 
they  talk  vaguely  about  commercial  inter- 
ests, "our  colonics  in  the  East,"  and  the 
rise  of  a  new  power  to  oppose  Western 
civilization.  And  what  has  all  this  to  do 
with  Japan's  demand  for  territorial  indem- 
nity ?  Commerce  in  a  foreign  country  is 
not  a  vested  interest,  and  a  military  obstacle 
is  no  more  prejudicial  to  us  at  any  time 
than  a  hostile  tariff.  As  for  "  our  colonies," 
they  are  the  results  of  usurpations  and  can 
have  no  prior  rights  in  comparison  with 
those  of  a  nation  which  was  old  before 
they  came  into  existence.  And  as  for  the 
new  power  which  is  to  resist  the  advance  of 
our  Western  civilization,  the  quicker  it  can 
fulfil  its  destiny,  the  better!  Japan  is  more 
civilized  to-day  than  Russia,  or  than  a  half 
of  Europe !  She  may  be  an  obstacle  to 
the  future  partition  of  China,  ot  which 
some  of  our  civilized  Western  brigands  are 
dreaming!  And  she  may  yet  teach  the 
best  of  us  a  few  lessons  in  civilization  which 
will  put  our  AVestern  selfishness  to  shame  ! 
She  has  taught  us  a  lesson  or  two  already, 
even  when  we  were  treating  her  as  a  bar- 
barian, unlit  to  associate  with  us  on  equal 
terms.  And  the  new  life  is  only  just  stirring 
within  her !  Japan  is  now  one  of  the 
nations  of  the  world — free,  indepenilunt 
and  self-governing.  She  has  proved  her 
right  to  that  place,  and  has  demonstrated 
her  ability  to  maintain  it.  And  the  nation 
which  attempts  to  dispute  her  position  in 
the  I'^ast  will  find  that  it  has  made  a  serious 
mistake.

Soldiers  who 
fail  to  make  their  n|ipearaiice  in  camp  within  20 
day,s  will  he  considered  deserters  and  those  who 
leave  camp  without  peniiissioii,  taking  willi  them 
their  arms,  will,  if  captured,  he  conrt-inailialleij  an;l 
shot.  The  ohject  of  this  order  is  evidently  to  improve 
the  discipline  of  the  army  and  to  enable  the  leaders 
to  be  sure  ol  tlie  nuniher  of  men  nt  their  disposal, 
as  is  essential  to  the  success  of  any  strateijic  muve- 
menls  ihal  may  be  jilauiied.  As  the  revolulinniHls 
have  no  orj;aiiized  government  and  as  tlieir  army 
is  coniposeii  entirely  of  volunteers  who  have  hitli- 
erto  had  nhiio^t  uniestricted  liberty  t'»  go  and  come 
whenever  they  please,  it  has  natmally  been  dilh- 
cuU  to  maintain  discipline  or  to  plan  lejjular  mili- 
tary  operniions.  Had  ihis  not  been  the  case  ihey 
would  undoubledly  have  deriveil  more  lienellt 
fiom  their  victories  and  would  prohahly  liave  loiij,; 
since  reached  Poilo  Alegrc.  Apparicio  Samiva's 
order  is  consequenily  an  attempt  to  remedy  this 
evil. 

Caspar  Harreto  is  said  to  hive  reached  Quar.iliy 
with  400  fresh  troops  f-ir  llie  revninlionists  and 
another  column  nuuihering  over  1,000  men  is 
reported  to  he  ]>repnrinc  to  enter  the  state.

MORE  DISOKDER, 

On  Sundny  evening  qunrreli  occurred  on  Run 
qa  Conceiffio,  where  mnny  diiorderly  houiu  exist 
between  policemen  ttnd  rsgiildri.  These  led  to 
dghthitf  between  tliein  nt  vnriovii  pointK,  and  uU 
limAtelv  to  n  collislim  lielwcen  forcei  o(  policemen 
find  loidiera  sent  to  repress  ilie  disorder.  There 
wfl«  conilderalde  firing  in  the  ilreetn,  but  hnp- 
^ily  oniy  two  policemen  nnd  one  lOldler  were 
wounded. 

The  flinrm,  however,  wae  general,  as  it  was 
t)elteved  that  this  indicated  a  military  plot  to  de. 
pose  the  governmenl.  The  nnvnl  veioels  soon 
liftd  ateam  up,  and  a  force  of  marines  was  laniled 
at  the  arsenal.  The  ailjutaiit.genernl  also  passed 
the  night  at  the  general  quartcT. 

In  tlte  morninc  Ihe  telegraph  ofHcInls  very  un- 
wisely stopped  oil  cipher  messngei  and  begnn  (is- 
talizing  telegrams,  which  helped  to  establish  the 
Impression  that  the  situation  wns  seitous.  Hap- 
pily the  prompt  action  taken  by  the  cal>inec  and 
the  chief  of  police  soon  restored  order  and  re- 
pressed  all  tendencies  to  disorder.  The  President 
returned  from  Petropolis  yesterday  morning  nn<i 
the  government  depnrtments  were  open  as  ustinl. 

Yesterday  the  naval  vessels  remained  tinder 
fleam,  and  the  troops  were  held  iu  readiness. 
During  the  past  nlglit  there  was  a  consideialile 
movement  ol  troops  through  lUe  city,  but  no 
■disorder  occurred.  It  is  now  thouRht  that  the 
tianger  of  an  outbreak  on  the  part  of  certnin 
■diaanected  military  men  lina  passed. 

Business  Notes 


—In  the  month  of  March  there  were  shipped 
from  Favjl  1,9591659  kilos  of  India  rubl)er,  of  which 
1,412,765  kilos  were  lor  the  United  States  nnd 
436,894  tor  Europe. 

—It  is  said  that  the  party  who  secured  a  large 
contract  tor  furnishing  horses  to  the  government 
kiices  in  Rio  Grande,  which  contract  wns  after- 
wards  rescinded,  has  presented  aclnim  for  600,000$ 
tlamages. 

—  On  the  a6th  and  27ih  inst.  two  passengers 
were  run  over  and  Itilled  by  trains  on  the 
Centrol  railway.  One  of  the  accidents  occurred 
at  Ihe  station  of  Queliiz  and  the  other  at  that  of 
Pinheiros. 

—The  March  exports  of  rubber  from  Para 
amounted  to  1,959,659  kilns,  of  which  557,547 
kilos  came  frotn  Mnndoi.  Of  the  total,  1,412,765 
kilos  were  exported -to  the  Unitud  ijtnles  and  546- 
-894  kilos  tQ  Lurope. 

—  Last  Friday  on  a  sulmrlian  irnin  dislnr- 
hances  were  caused  by  disorderly  passengers, 
■who  wounded  the  engine  driver  when  he  en- 
deavored  to  prevent  them  from  stopping  the 
train.  Two  of  these  passengers  were  afterwards 
arrested. 

—A  tax  o(  100  reis  per  bag  is  im|iosed  on  the
